In each 
case, the necessary equipment is listed the way ingredients for a recipe appear - in 
the very beginning and in the exact amounts. Various illustrations with short cap- 
tioned paragraphs take us through the entire experiment, describing what to do and 
what is happening. Why the scientist evokes these particular reactions is a question 
open for further study and not the concern of this compendium. The experiments deal 
with such phenomena as air, water, electricity, measurement, light, heat, weight, etc.,

With several volumes of fiction and biography behind him, and a Guggenheim 
Fellowship in his pocket, Manchester has written a combination political and college novel, eo 
with traces of elements of the newspaper story and the athletic story thrown in for good 
measure. It tells of the career of Doc River, a farm boy who was a football hero at a New 
England state agricultural college, then its coach, and finally its president during its 
years of postwar expansion into a university of immense size and low academic standing. 
The story is told by a foreign correspondent, back for a short stint on the home beat, who 
was a former, football star under Doc's coaching and who reviews the past from the point 
of view of Doc's campaign for governor of the state. The story is very complicated without 
being complex, and "big" without having much depth. It has dozens of characters (and a | 
scoreboard at the beginning so you can keep them straight), subplots within subplots to the 
point of irrelevancy, comments on scores of aspects of contemporary life, and quite a bit 
of sex. The targets of criticism in the college sections are such sitting ducks that 
Manchester's potshots seem rather unsporting, but parts of the political background are 
entertaining. The athletic and newspaper stuff is fairly routine. The author has consi- 
derable narrative drive and can tell a story. What he has devoted his talent to- however- 
is a big, intensely serious cliche.

GOD WAS BORN IN EXILE $4.95 


The 1960 Prix Goncourt, in translation by Lytton Sells, is a poetic- religious 
novel, very freely based on Ovid's last years in exile. Lonely among the fierce Getae, 
who believe in one God, and the bleak, bitter countryside, Ovid at first writes letters to 
Rome, seeking pardon. But gradually he acquires friends and two mistresses (an aging 
courtesan and a young girl) and travels among outlying cities, where he sees bloody minor 
rebellions, and meets Romans who have deserted the Empire rather than serve as soldiers. 
These experiences, and an encounter with a priest, turn him toward the idea of one God and ( 
he and his exiled friends eagerly trade new rumors of a Messiah. Other violent and striking 
life stories, woven into Ovid's thoughts, memories, and new awareness of people, serve to 
turn him from the crumbling Empire with its dying gods and ideas. Historically, this anti- 
cipates much later changes (Ovid died in 17 A.D. before Christ had started teaching, or 
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Rome fell), but as telescoped and poetic truth, the book is powerful and convincing. 
The poet of secular love, who finds in old age and exile, a greater love, is a 
universal and appealing figure- and the calmly lovely writing makes this a powerful, 
gentle, moving book. It has had an impressive press abroad.

TWELVE SHORT NOVELS $7.50 


To the many who are rejecting much modern fiction because of its length 
and burdensome detail, the revival of interest in the short novel is a heartening 
symptom. They have been "step-children" in the publishing world- underemphasized, 
rarely getting due reward of continued life, subsidiary recognition, often forgotten 
when the body of the author's work has been emphasized as more important. This is 
true, for instance, of the little known Father Sergius, by Leo Tolstoy, Young Joseph, 
shortest of the immense series by Thomas Mann, John Steinbeck's satirical piece, 

The Short Reign of Pippin IV - all included in this collection. Dramatic values have 
added to the significance of such unforgettable short novels as Wilder's The Bridge 

of San Luzs Rey, Hadith Wharton's The Old Maid, Henry James' The Turn of the Screw, 
James Hilton's Good-bye, Mr. Chips. Nathan's Portrait of Jennie, never won the re- 
cognition it deserved; Conrad's The Due! is virtually unknown when he is considered 

a master of tales of the sea; de Hartog’s The Lost Sea and Saint Exupery's Prisoner 

of the Sand (the only piece taken from a longer work) are both semi-autobiographical 
rather than fictional. And Streeter's Father of the Bride provides the touch of humor 
with a bit of cynicism in its dateless segment of suburbiana. A grand collection- 
with a real purpose behind it.

ALL GOOD MEN $4.95 


* A superior first novel about the fantastic machinations of city politics 
and-more importantly- the complex relationship between father and son, this is very 
much akin to The Last Hurrah, especially in its skillful character development and 
emphasis upon the personal emotions and motivations of these characters. There are 
three months until election time, and Dave Shea's Democratic "machine" has been in 
power for about 30 years. Ben O'Connor, a self-made man and leader of the 13th Ward 
as well as County Commissioner, has grown up with his ward and loves his miserable 
constituents as they respect him. Having devoted his life to politics, his marriage 
has deteriorated, he has writhed at the thought of his eldest son having entered the 
priesthood, and his fondest wish is that his favorite, younger son Jake might inherit 
his interest and position. Jake is six months out of law school, sensitive and 
troubled by his silent antagonism towards his father and politics, posing in desper- 
ation as indifferent to everything but his attraction for Dolores Talbot, a witty and 
intelligent beauty whose mother is fanatically attached to the idea of having Dolores 
marry white Protestant money and prestige as quickly as possible. When gangrene 
invades Ben's foot, Jake promises to fill in for his father, on a temporary basis, 
and does the job well though not without distaste and amazement at much of what he 
learns about the world of politics. The real movement and growth takes place within 
the O'Connor family and, primarily, within Jake himself. Mr. Fleming's novel is 
wonderfully rich in idiomatic and vibrant dialogue, and this promises to be a very 
good-if not best-seller.

SERGEANT CHUNG MING $4.50 


This novel, translated from the German by Oliver Coburn and first published 
in 1958, is purportedly based on experiences and reports of refugees from Communist 
China. The story begins with an attempted escape from a Labor Re-education Camp of 
the People's Security Army by two young Chinese. Other prisoners are then punished, 
among them Chung Ming. In a recounting of his past we learn his initial acceptance 
of Communist rule and then his harsh disillusionment beginning with the early in- 
doctrination of his village by the highly disciplined People's Army, the land reform, 
the breaking up of family and clan loyalties, the teaching of slogans and creeds to 
the children, the mock mass trials and barbarous executions. The shrewd Commissar 
Stalin Chan supervises first the disgrace of Chung Ming's sister-in-law and then the 
trial of his father, in which Chung Ming crushes his father's skull rather than see 
him die a slow death by stoning at the hands of the crowd. Then he attempts to murder 
the Commissar, leaves him for dead only to encounter him again in the Labor Camp. 

The Commissar recognizes him and takes his devious revenge but finally Chung Ming 
escapes. The enigmatic characters are rarely more than two dimensional and the 
emphasis is on melodrama and action rather than politics or insight, but it is au- 
thentic, workmanlike storytelling with a breathtaking escape in the end which begs

The search would fill a wide screen with a cast of 
thousands. He is conscripted into the Roman legion, but deserts to join some Judean 
fanatics; becomes a cestus-fighter in Antioch; later a physician in Pergamon; is 
again taken by Romans to be a slave on the canal being built at Ostia; escapes and 
works among the poor of Rome as a physician; and finally is asked (by his former 
legion commander) to help formulate a new state religion for the Empire. After the 
Great Fire, he almost meets death on a fiery cross in Nero's gardens, but his erst- 
while sparring partner rescues him, reunites him with his beloved, and then sacrifices 
himself to the pursuing legionaries as the couple flee via the Cloaca Maxima. Three 
women are involved--Miriamne, amoral and untamed, on her way up in the ranks of 
courtesans; the gentle, devoted Drosis, who bears Yehudah two children; and Corinna, 
a warm, realistic woman on her way down. One may forgive certain infelicities of 
style--the occasional use of the deus ex machina, a few words with distinctly modern 
flavor and at least one regrettable, "Hector, Shmector"--because the story moves 
forward rapidly and holds the reader's interest to the last page. (LC:61-15820) 


Maiden, Cecil Dodd, Mead 
THE BELOVED SON $3.50 


This story of the twelfth year of Jesus' life has evidently been written 
with sincere piety but, unfortunately, also with considerable saccharine, e.g., the 
boy Jesus admires the "shimmerdust" on a butterfly's wings and murmurs, "A blessing’ 
on you!" Those who know the life of Jesus as told in Scripture will be continuously 
disconcerted by the repeated prefiguration of the major events of His public life 
within some two weeks of His boyhood. He rescues a lost lamb, befriends a Samaritan 
woman, converts a thief (who is crucified after being caught returning stolen goods ) , 
meets the children Lazarus, Martha, and Mary in Jerusalem, is shocked by the money- 
changers in the Temple, and finally eats the Passover meal in an upper room. In spite 
of the high rate of coincidence, the author must be credited with a reverent imagina- 
tion in preconstructing well-known events with more or less plausible childhood cir- 
cumstances. (One glaring, inexcusable error has the ram's horn being blown to signify 
sundown during Passover.) On the whole, however, readers will find this book neither

"She was a damned old despot....but what will we do without her?" - This 
sums up Gertrude Olivier Donner - but leaves unsaid the servant girl to multimillion- 
aire success story told in these pages. It is a sort of modern Horatio Alger tale, 
stripped of the sentimentality and the piety, for Gertrude Donner got to the top by 
treading on others, by learning how to play her cards, by grim determination and 
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unflagging effort and deep conviction that Gertrude Donner knows best. The heights and 
the abysses revealed in the contrapuntal method chosen to tell the story give almost a 
caricature effect of exaggeration, which hurts the quality of the overall. There are no @ 
subtleties, no light and shadow - and this is unlike John Selby in some of his earlier 

books. The Man Who Never Changed (1954) had something of this impact of a personality 
bludgeoning his way to his goal- but it had undertones and overtones that Madame lacks. 

There are other factors that will build popular appeal, perhaps. The mass market likes - 

even today when prosperity is not a class mark - to be handed out the lavishness of 

excessive display, the minutiae of advertised success, the flashiness of new wealth. 

Madame is the country's most successful woman columnist; her public adores her; she plays 

up to what she thinks they expect. But the core of the story revolves around her relations 

with her children whom she has destroyed as human beings. One son is a lush; one is a 
homosexual; her daughter is emerging from nymphomania into what may be a happy, sixth 
marriage...

* An unusual combination of technical precision and philosophic questioning 
effects this arresting novel about human beings involved in war, as experienced by 
young Gil Freeman, a field artillery Lieutenant who arrives in Italy with the American 
Fifth Army during World War II. Unlike many of his fellow American soldiers, Freeman 
responds immediately to the defeated Italians as individual human beings and is 
deeply moved by their unique and vital celebration of love and life. Shortly before 
going to the front, Freeman shares a brief but demanding love relationship with a 
22-year-old Italian woman whose husband had been hanged before her eyes by the 
Germans. Still, Freeman goes to the front as a soldier who sees war as offering a 
meaningful experience in brotherhood to its participants. Disillusionment grows and 
deepens as Freeman works with an isolated battalion of long-range guns, which turns 
out to be one of many impersonal components in a kind of giant, corporate war machine. 
The one outstanding individual in Freeman's battalion is destroyed by his own sensi- 
tivity and the fears and inadequacies of the men around him; he is finally shot by 
one of his fellow American soldiers. Freeman is eventually sent on a special mission 
of destruction; the army rewards his success with a medal of honour while the hero 
himself suffers a complete breakdown. Freeman's subsequent re-entrance into a world 
of people who willingly live and feel is presented by the author with great compassion 
in an unsentimental and cogent climax. Though not wholly polished and even through- 
out, Goodman's style is powerful, sensitive, and incisive. This is an exciting and 
provocative addition to contemporary , avant garde American literature; Goodman, an 
author definitely worth watching.

A mammoth work by one of France's most respected poets is a detailed account of 
the week preceding Napoleon's return to power in 1815. Although the book is called a "novel" 
it is barely that. Rather it is a fictionalized study of the movements of various segments 
of French society and their reactions to the crucial turn of events. Most of the names 
mentioned are of people who actually lived - and unfortunately the mere listing makes for 4 
confused welter which clogs the narrative action. There is little of what we call "plot"; 
the book rotates somewhat ponderously around a situation:- the flight of Louis XVIII and the 
preparations to meet the return of Napoleon from Elba, the period known as the famous 100 
days. The central character is young Theodore Gericault, a Musketeer in the Royal Guards. 
Theodore is a man of sensibility, an artist and a thinker who is troubled by the choice thrust 
upon him. Should he follow his king into exile; defect- as many were doing- to the cause of 
Napoleon; or seek a third way out? His is not the only action traced. Each day of the Holy 
Week is handled in depth and many sections of the book read like a newspaper's account of 
the day's incidents. The period comes to life by the sheer weight of detail, but that very 
fact prohibits the dramatic flow. Readers interested in military minutiae will find it de- 
tailed to the last item of dress. The scholarship, the high calibre of reporting, the work- 
manship for many readers might have been sacrificed for a rousing, tight, well-paced story.

Although an independent study, this seventh volume in The Story of Civilization 
continues the narrative of the Reformation (sixth volume) in the year 1558, and concludes 
with the Peace of Westphalia in 1648. The Durants treat the period in its full variety - 
the political, economic, scientific, and cultural history of Elizabeth's and of Cromwell's 
England, of Philip II's Spain, of Henry IV's and of Richelieu's France, of the Turks, of 
Austria. The basic conflicts were between competing varieties of religious faith; then, 
as the religious wars drew to a close, the new tradition in philosophy and the advancements 
in science, suggested that all forms of supernatural belief be rejected; the great debate 
between reason and faith is launched, and "the age of reason begins". The book adds very 
little new information; it is of a period about which much has been written. But the 
authors' presentation is at once dramatic and facile; the volume has the same abundance of 
historical detail, anecdotes, and biographical portraits that enlivened the preceding 
studies, and is highly recommended to the general reader.

Winfield Townley Scott, a born and bred New Englander, moved to New Mexico at 
about the age of forty, but these essays by this poet (Scrimshaw, etc.) reflect his 
abiding affection for the softer landscape of New England: Newport where he was born, 
Providence and Haverhill where he spent many years of his life. Some of the essays deal 
with well-known literary figures, Amy Lowell, Whittier and Bnily Dickinson, a few New 
England eccentrics, and a local character or two.

That the 
Victorians were not absolutely drab and dull, that there was a social revolution within the 
era, that between the beginning and the end of period there were changes in conditions of 
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all areas - this is argued in background sections, on the monarchy, the pre-eminent 
seaport of Liverpool, Ireland and Scotland, and in specific sections on Victorian 
leisure, women, religion and the services, Navy, Army, diplomatic and civil. Here, 
with assists from contemporary authors and papers, are examples of Victorianism's 
dynamic society; the transitions in domestic as well as public life; the emancipa- 
tion, its abuse and reform experienced by sheltered women; the changing habits of 
drinking and the growing popularity of smoking, sports and racing; the shift of 
focus in political and national issues; the development of the middle class.

Starting with the sun worshipping of primitive and Egyptian socie- 
ties, it journeys through history into the time of Galileo and Newton, beyond there 
to the modern measurement of space and distance, to telescopy and photometry of the 
stars, and into the intricacies of celestial navigation today. Although the material 
is stimulating, and a series of excellent charts serve as illustrative material, the 
style remains rather uninspired, textbookish.

The title aptly describes the terrible days of late 1940- early 1941, when 
Axis forces descended on Greece, and with their Stukas, submarines, and modern artil- 
lery, knocked that brave little nation into submission. This story however deals 
more particularly with the British expeditionary force sent to fight in Greece, and 
how they were evacuated in "Operation Demon", described by the authors as "another 
Dunkirk". They tell their story well. After a long prologue in which they discuss 
the events leading up to the invasion of Greece, with its terrible bombings, starva- 
tion, and bitter mountain fighting, they turn to "Demon". Told with military clarity, 
with great humanity too, the story of how 42,311 men were removed to rejoin the Army 
in North Africa makes for something of a small classic. Admiral Cunningham's desig- 
nation of it later as "a melancholy operation nobly shouldered" seems most apt.

WAR IN THE DESERT $5.50 


The man later known as Glubb Pasha" for his work with the Arab Legions re- 
turns to an earlier period of his life---the early i1920's---to tell the story of the 
first use of military aircraft for internal security in history. The setting was 
Iraq and the rolling Bedouin desert country which makes up so much of the Middle 
East. The situation involved savage, murderous raids made on peaceful nomad tribes 
by thieving, often religious-fanatic raiding tribes. Glubb, sent to organize a 
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defense corps against such depredations tells how the R.A.F. flew against the fleeing 
"enemy", and how it finally helped bring the situation under control. Almost more 

valuable however is his great attention to the Middle East itself---the politics, the 
religious problems, the appearance and talk of the people---garnered from his years of @ 
valuable experience there. Although not a book for a wide audience by any means, it is 
written with such intelligence and knowledge it will undoubtedly find its niche in the

THE CASE FOR DR. COOK $5.75 


At a time when books of Polar exploration are appearing in surprising numbers, 
this volume attempts to state the case for Dr. Fred Cook, the Brooklyn physician whose 
claim that he reached the North Pole before Peary in 1908 brought calamity down on his 
head. But although Peary has always been given official credit for the feat, there are 
those who still give Cook the benefit of the doubt. The book explains in some detail how 
Cook first joined Peary for an expedition at the turn of the century, and how he later 
termed Peary an "envious" man. Cook's own book Through the First Antarctic Night esta- 
blished him as an Arctic explorer in his own right, but this did little to substantiate 
his 1908 claim. Newspapers derided him, explorers' clubs attacked him, and finally he 
abandoned Arctic exploration altogether. How he wound up---imprisoned on oil fraud 
charges in 1923---only seemed to substantiate the charges against him. Although this 
book does much to explain him, and does give further credence to Cook's story, it still 
does not prove who reached the Pole first. Factual, but rather dull. TIllustrated. (LC:

Englishman Felix Greene, an American-based correspondent, who has visited 
Communist China twice during recent years, has now amassed his observations of that 
country and given it a virtually carte blanche eye. Traditionally British in its 
tidy prose and cool outlook, it contains no horrendous accounts of Red evil and regi- 
mentation and will therefore be attacked in many quarters as bigoted or naive, or at 
any rate create controversial interest. Green makes his way from Hong Kong to Peking, 
a bustling metropolis, then on to the huge and growing cities of Shenyang and Anshan, 
and from there to rural communes, urban communes, universities, kindergartens, and 
the valley of the Yangtze. He has a very enlightening interview with Chou En-Lai; 
he details the rise of Mao Tse-tung; speaks liberally with many workers, intellec- 
tuals, even cabmen, and learns the psychological tenor of the country, so different 
from the West, and presents a long chapter depicting- and to an extent defending- 
the Chinese case. While Greene is faithful to the Old World democracies, he refuses 
to look at the new land with blinkers, He writes of what he has seen and draws no 
moral conclusions, only pragmatic ones. Many of them will appear all too superficial- 
and too trusting- in terms of China's foreign policy. And a number of the "happy" 
sociological advances he extols will remind some readers of Orwell's 1984. It is an 
important report, timely and welcome.

The author of a Houghton Mifflin Fellowship novel Dildo Cay now gives us 
his account of being caught in a spring storm with his wife Emmy while sailing off 
Bermuda.

In several | 
trips he made numerous "digs" into various sections of the Jewish community - orthodox, | 
reform and Karaite,- into Arab areas and the large groups of returning Christians, and, 

along with other observations, he found the Jews too political and materialistic with 

small sections that would about equate with our beatniks; the Arabs derided and persecuted 

by the Jews; the Christians finding new meanings to their own religion. A conclusion of 

"no evidence of great religious stirrings in the Holy Land" is tempered by a more hopeful 

statement that there is something in the soil, the shape and the climate of the land that 

makes for a certain type of religiosity, an openness to the future with a refusal to accept 

that future which merely repeats the past. Although the mystery of Israel remains a 
mystery this record from one to whom all doors were open has a definite current interest.

THE ORDEAL OF CAPTAIN ROEDER $5.00 


Based on the unpublished 150 year old diary of a captain with Napoleon in the 
1812-1813 Moscow campaign, now translated by one of his descendants, this combines a vivid, 
first-hand account of the retreat from Moscow with a sympathetic study of a humanitarian 
officer in an era of army brutality. Although CaptainRoeder, a cultivated, intelligent 
Hessian officer, loved war for its own sake, in his diary he writes less of tactics and r 
battles than of the men with him and their daily miseries on the march to Moscow and in 
retreat. The real value of the diary lies in his story of the Grande Armee, which even in 
the summer of 1812 was being destroyed by its own corruption. Unlike most officers, 
Roeder shared the privations of his men, writing of hunger and brutal floggings, of 
dysentery, and of his inspired batman- a genius at looting. Roeder never reached Moscow 
and was caught at Smolensk in the November: retreat, captured at Vilna. In 1813 he was 
released and rejoined his family in Hesse... Adding little to our military knowledge of the 
Moscow campaign but much to its social and personal aspects, this is a fine contemporary 
record with its dual interest for students of military history and devotees of Napoleona.

SPLENDOR IN THE SKY $5.95 


This is a superior over-all historical survey of astronomy, and because of the 
wide scope of its cultural references and fine clear style it is one of the best and most 
interesting introductions to the subject available today. The author's short, well focused 
chapters, built around historical focal points, make the astronomical facts stand out 
clearly. Beginning with the observations and beliefs of the stargazing shepherds of the 
Tigris and Euphrates valley, Dr. Hawkins tells what the Greeks and Romans found out about 
astronomical phenomena, and of the procession of discoveries by Galileo, Copernicus, Brahe, 
Kepler, and Newton. There are related little-known anecdotes about attempts to build 
enormously long telescopes, tales of futile voyages to observe eclipses, and uncluttered 
descriptions of the physical inhabitants of the visible and invisible universe from galaxies 
to the moon to meteorites to the accomplishments of man-made satellites. There are sur- 
prisingly lucid descriptions of the various modern theories of cosmology, as well. The 
author is director of the Boston University Observatory, and Research Associate at Harvard 
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College Observatory, working with Professor Fred Whipple. Star map end papers in 
blue and white, 32 pp. of half tones, 37 drawings and diagrams.

All of 
this is done without any anachronistic overlays. In particular, Mr. Hutchison's depiction 
of the Peasants' Revolt of 1381 is fascinating and enlightening to anyone familiar with some 
English history. Mr. Hutchison's more sympathetic view of Richard is well-substantiated by 
his evidence, and, although this is heavy going which demands a good deal of the reader in 
the way of historical background, it is worth every minute of reading. Extensive notes are 
included as well as pictures and index.

The book is 
strictly for the gullible. Nevertheless Orrmont, the ghost writer, perhaps deserves a 
bravery citation of some sort for writing a passage like this today: "'It won't be too 
long, Ninusha. This war can't last more than another five or six months.' She smiled 
faintly. ‘And then we will meet in Moscow?' ‘Then we will meet in Moscow, for a victory 
celebration. And we will stay at the best hotel, the National, on Gorky Street, not over 
the kitchen, and take droshky rides and go to see the animals at the zoo and have every 
hour and every minute to ourselves.' 'Oh, Sasha,' she said, and the tears came and I held 
her close."

While the physiology of 
the stroke (its mechanism- the working of the brain- etc.) is complex, much has been 
done here to simplify its understanding without cheapening the presentation (Stein- 
crohn, et al), and the coverage ranges over causation (here cholesterol seems 
guiltier than stress); the subtleties and difficulties of diagnosis; treatment (diet 
and drugs); surgery, psychosomatic factors both before and after the stroke; and 
rehabilitation by Dr. Howard Rusk (with a substantial number of exercises along with 
diagram illustrations).

As a result of an appeal to Premier Khrushchev when he was in this country in 
1959, the family of Mrs. Armonas was re-united after a twenty year separation. But this a | 
book is much more interesting than a pitiable family saga could ever be. From the point 
of view of an ordinary citizen, Mrs. Armonas tells how the Russians treated the Baltic 
countries, what daily life is like in a Siberian forest town, how black market dealings 
and bribery of officials are constantly necessary even to survive, much less to procure 
luxuries or favors. Mrs. Armonas and her infant son were caught in her native Lithuania 
at the beginning of the war, although her American husband and daughter got out in time. 
Once a rich peasant, she was gradually dispossessed of her land by the Soviets, later 
deported to Siberia along with many other Lithuanians, and in 1951 was arrested and im- 
prisoned for five years because of her foreign connections. All the while, even when in 
prison, she managed to keep in touch with her growing son. Without self-pity or undue 
recrimination, her story gives an unpretentious view of an ordinary life under the Soviets, 
and should have a wide interest.

In the Introduction, John K. Terres speaks of "that rare naturalist who is also a 
writer", a phrase which unfortunately indicates all too correctly that the literary 
quality of the selections included varies widely. The naturalists who were invited 
to contribute are in general not known to the reading public (with the exception of 
John Kieran and Roger Tory Peterson). The reader who is fond of nature writing will 
miss Sigurd Olsen, Joseph Wood Krutch, Ivan Sanderson, and Edwin Way Teale, to name 
but a few, and their inclusion would have greatly benefited the book. However, all 
these essays have the virtues of brevity and enthusiasm for their subject matter, and: 
the range of locale (from polar regions to equatorial rain forest) and the sometimes 
magnificent descriptive passages in pieces like Victor H. Cahalane's African Discovery 
or Paul L. Errington's Canadian North will entrance many armchair readers.

This is an interesting, but by no means inspired, life of Paui Claudel, that 
curious figure who was a poet and a diplomat, and a curious mixture of hard-headed peasant 
and old, pre-revolutionary aristocrat. It is perhaps the religious element which was the 
basic and integrating factor which held his life together. Brought up in the supra-ratio- 
nalist school of the last half of the 19th century, Claudel was one of the first to react 
violently against Renan. At 18, he underwent a deep religious conversion, mysticai in 
nature, and he became that special pleader for Roman Catholicism for which he is best known. 
At one time he wanted to enter the priesthood, but his superiors, sensing his not inconsi- 
derable worldly gifts (he was ambassador to four or five major countries and his verse had 
propaganda value) would not permit it. "Claudel was a mystic and a realist, both feudal 
and plebeian. He was ecclesiastical, royal and papal." He is best known and probably will 
be long remembered for L’Annonce Faite a Marie although his American audience is somewhat 
limited and unfamiliar with his other work,- poetry, plays, essays, aesthetics.

This useful book on the solar system can be read and enjoyed by those with 
little previous acquaintance with astronomy; it is a popular compilation of our 
present knowledge of that system of heavenly bodies under the principal gravitational 
influence of the sun (hence the title) of which our own planet is a part. Each one 
of the more important members of the system receives a chapter's portrait in turn:

The author canvases the possibility of 
life on other planets, argues the probable nature of the Moon's craters, tells how 
the asteroids and the more distant planets were discovered, and speculates as to 
the origin of the solar system. He includes an historical survey of the science. 
Mr. Pickering has difficulty restraining a penchant for crass asides, but otherwise 
he writes clearly and competently, and, though his purpose is instructive, his book 
avoids a textbook tone.

This is an oddly constructed account - partly straightforward, partly fic- 
tionalized - of the author's experience with elephants in Africa and in India. Blond 
greatly admires these intelligent and (he thinks) beautiful nomadic animals who eat 
such enormous quantities of greenery that they strip the forest clean as they wander. 
In Central Africa, the natives hunt elephants for food, either with javelin or primi- 
tive gun, or by trapping them in a pit, or else by driving them to a chosen spot with 
fire: their method depends on what the witch doctor prescribes. The author abhors 
the natives' inhumane methods, while sympathizing with their nearly-starved condition. 
He reserves his respect for the peoples of India, who catch their smaller indigenous 
animals and train them for work. The captive elephants become devoted to their 
keepers and can even be used to train other elephants! In Roman times, elephants 
were used in war as 'tanks', and they continued to be used for war until the seven- 
teenth century in Asia. Much fascinating and little-known material is to be found 
in this small book, including some fairly gruesome details.

a timely book; its critiques seem sane, balanced, if not inspired. Dependent to some 
extent on a groundwork familiarity with Russian literature, it is revealing in its

IMPERIAL DEMOCRACY: $6.75 
The Emergence of America as a Great Power 


Probably the broadest and most interesting account of American imperialism 
and the Spanish-American War we have had in many years. This book deals with a period 
of five years: 1893-1898. During these years the American government did not throw 
itself into competition for colonies, economic concessions, and emblems of interna- 
tional status; it dealt with the issue of Cuba according to its judgment of domestic 
conditions and of abstract morality. An introductory chapter sets out the historic 
reasons for the United States' emergence as a great power in World War I. This is 
followed by a chapter reviewing the 1893 Hawaiian imperialist movement, the Gladston- 
ism excited by disturbances in China and Armenia, and the Venezuelan-British Guianan 
dispute in 1895. We are then given a systematic discussion of the Spanish-American 
War: the Cuban revolution, the division in American public opinion on the question 
of American intervention, the United States' entry into war and its victory, Europe's 
response to the emergence of America as a power. A scholarly study especially worth- 
while for the student and historian.

DEATH AND THE SUPREME COURT $4.95 


While it was the expressed intent of the author to give to the layman a 
thorough knowledge of the workings of the Supreme Court and the procedural safeguards 
which the law accords a man sentenced to death, this book is hardly a comprehensive 
study. The greater portion of the book is devoted to a description of the crime and 
of the offender, interpolated with occasional lucid analyses of the application of 
consitutional principles to a capital case and of the decision making process of the 
Supreme Court. Much of the material of a capital case is, of course, lurid to a 
degree. It is perhaps too much to ask that a popular book be scholarly. A wide 
public is consistently held in view: the author does not pick his way through the 
sensationalism with taste and dignity; the book is filled with trite phrases. On 
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the other hand, the author, in his summing-up, presents a brilliant discussion of the 
issues which warrant review by the court and of the limitations on the effectiveness of 
the court. The book has value in that in reading it one has a feeling of coming into 
direct contact with the men who formulate and interpret the supreme law of the land.

A film maker sent from England to photograph the Royal Kava Ceremony in the 
Tonga Islands brings back fascinating, often amusing, recollections and thoughts about 
the South Pacific from his trip there. In the New Hebrides he watched men dive 100 feet 
down toward earth, to be caught by elastic vines tied to their feet and snapped back to 
safety. He met cultists who imitate the white man by talking into tin cans as if they 
were telephones.

Mrs. Rhine is the wife of Dr. J.B. Rhine and much of the material on which this 
book is based is drawn from the now considerable backlog of findings from his Parapsycho- 
logical Laboratory at Duke University. While extrasensory experiences are the most dif- 
ficult to substantiate scientifically, one can assume that most of these incidents, 
within the sometimes indistinct categories of telepathy, clairvoyance and precognition, 
have been presented in good faith and are beyond a reasonable doubt. Mrs. Rhine distin- 
guishes between the forms of experience (realistic; unrealistic; hallucinatory; intuitive ); 
she presents dreams come true (the most frequently discounted) and communiques which span 
space and time; she has more difficulty in making ahy precise observations on the sex, age 
or temperamental characteristics which may determine the predisposition toward extrasensory 
experience.... By no means as insistently scientific as Gardner Murphy's Challenge of 
Psychical Research, she also usés personal matertal rather than the professional evidence 
of Rosalind Heywood's Beyond the Reach of Sense (both books appeared earlier this year). 

Since so many of the illustrations here involve premonitions of death, danger or disaster-- 
moments of crisis, they combine to provide a casebook which should assure human interest 
and subdue skepticism.

This book has been written to arouse the interest of the intelligent laymen in 
the problems of the African states and to give them a working knowledge of the great 
forces which have been unleashed, in the emergent nations south of the Sahara and north 
of the Congo - an expansive area consisting of 26 countries.

A closely reasoned analysis of our China policy from the earliest days when 
the Communist party was shaking the security of the Nationalists up to what Newman 
feels is an immature closing the eyes to the inevitable. Maturity can come to the 
U.S.-China policy only with recognition. To reach this conclusion he takes his readers 
step by step in the endeavor to bring moral, political and legal arguments into satis- 
factory relationship.
